Canada's offer of assistance to 
the Motherland, which was sent 
on Saturday to Colonial Secretary 
Hae^mrt, and the reply thereto, 
were made'public on Sunday by 
Sir Robert Borden. " The offer and 
reply were as follows: .

This was signed by the Duke of 
Connaught. The reply reads: 

With reference to your telegram 
Aug. l._ His Majesty’s govern¬ 
ment gratefully welcomes the 
assurance of your government that 
in the present crisis they may rely 
oil the whole hearted co-operation 
of the people of-Canada,"

The painter Boecklln’a wife wiMM 
never allow her husband to bring~kgd 
model to hU studio.

The episode is recalled by Dr. Angelo

to. She outlived her husband by many 
years, dying at the age of elgnt-seven 
in 1670.

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A MADE IN BRITAIN TRAIN WILL 
"BE RUN OVER "ALL CANADIAN 
RAILWAY LINES 

Old Country Manufacturer* Will In¬ 
augurate a ‘Buy British Good*” 
Campaign In Canfeda—An Exten¬ 
sive Advertising Scheme Will be 
Carried Out 

The manufactftrers ol the old coun¬ 
try are *n the ue»r future to mak* * 
bid for a larger share in the rapidly 
- increasing Import trad* of Canada, and 
ptth this end In view a carefully or¬ 
ganized campaign-of far-reaching pos¬ 
sibilities Is being Inaugurated by the 
Canadian chamber of commerce In the 
empire’s capital. 

The chief visible sign of the cam¬ 
paign will be an exhibition train R> 
ran over all the thousands of miles 
of the Canadian railway*, for a year 
first, and' - terwardg for M, tpany 
years as British traders One It use¬ 
ful and profitable. It will exhibit ex* 
amples of the beat of , BritRh goods 
aaltable foi* Canadian use, made by 

-representative. British firms. . v 
It was at first proposed to hire the 
train from on© of ttye Canadian ra*l- 
ways, but It has been decided that, 

• (• carry out the "Made in Britain’ 
idea te the fullest extent, the train it¬ 
self and the locomotive shall be built 
be the United Kingdom, the finest (be 
country can produce, ,, and _ taken 
across the Atlantic with the other 
exhibits. *. / ' 

The organizer of the scheme, Mr 
1, JT Belrne, secretary of the Canad¬ 
ian chap her of commerce, talking 
of the campaign, said: 

"As a preliminary to the train tour, 
we promise to send out special com¬ 
missioners to ‘lfiveetlgate conditions, 
especially on the transport question, 
with particular'rsference to the pos 
sibillties of the Panama canal In re¬ 
gard to trade between this country 
and Western Canada. 

‘Our idea in running this train is 
that since less than a quarter of-jy 
Canada’s Import trade oomes from 
this country there "is Immense scope 
f&r an expansion of trade there. If 
British manufacturers know what is 
wanted :n Canada, and Canadians 
know what ittoey can get here, 'and 
-when they can get it We do not 
want to displace Canadian-made goods, 
but foreign manufacturers, and our 
motto is: “Whether made in Canada 
or in the United Kingdom—Buy Brlt- 
1 ish goods ’ „ 

"There will be at least six exhibi¬ 
tion cars on the train, 70 feet long by 
1 « feet high and 10 feet wide, and 
each will cost 120,000 a year to run, so 
that exhlfcltoia wJlU have to pay 
roughly 1300 a Tootfor sections of the 
► ear. Bach car will be divided in dif¬ 
ferent ways, according to the article 
exhibited. Part of it may be divided 
by a central vangway, with platforms 
or show cases of equal width, on 
either side, for which |l&0r a' foot 
would be paid. Another section oould 
be divided by a side gangway, with 
only a wall short case prr small shop- 
window goods on one side. ■ .

Taking the Census of India's 
Population 

Tbe task ol taking a census of 
India must be btupendoua considering 
that vast country numbers over 300,- 
000,000 persona, scattered over an area 
of 1407,000 square miles. - 

A staff of two mllton persons was 
efnplo^ed for tbe purpose, and tbe 
census was taken In one night In 
March, at a coat of only $(75,000. 

The difficulties “ were especially 
great iwlng to the long line* ot 
railway, the bl/ rivers on whlc> 
beats travel sometimes tor days 
without pomlig to the bank, tbe ior- 
ests to which woodcutters resort, of¬ 
ten for. weeks. at a time, and the 
numerous sacred places, wljlch. on 
occasions, attract many thousands of 
pilgrims 

People bad to be enumerated, wher¬ 
ever they Were caught- in tbe case 
of railways, for instance, all persons 
travelling by rail who took, tickets 
after 7 p.m. cn the night of the cen¬ 
sus were enumerated either on the 
platform or in tbe train*- The latter 
were all stopped at 6 a m. on the 
following morning, in order to' in¬ 
clude any travellers who up till then- 
bad escaped notice. 

In spite of this, and owing.to the 
vast work done preliminarily, the re¬ 
sults for the whole of India were re¬ 
ceived complete nine days later, and 
were Issued in print the next day. 
This rapidity, as the official report 
mentions with Justifiable pride, 'Is 
not approached even in the smallest 
European state." , -t — 

The summary tables show that the 
total population of India (Including 
the native States) on the night the 
censuB was taken was 316,156,396 .'ax' 
against $94,361,06 ten years prev¬ 
iously, of whom 217,586,692 -were 
Hindus, 66,647,299 were Moslems, 10,- 
721,453 were Baddhlsts, and 3.876,203 
were Christians. The literates nun 
bered only 18.589,578 persons, and 
agriculture claimed the labor of 
224,695.909 persons, as against 36,- 
323,041' persons engaged In Industry.

THE COMMUNITY CHURCH 


It* Function te to Minleter to All the 
Needs of the Community 

In a social gathering held, after ibe 
evening service in a large cbnrcb In 
Winnipeg it occurred to someone to 
find out where the people had come 
from. Each man and woman was ask 
ed to announce bis-or her home town. 
What a ro?l call! Ontario, Quebec 
the Maritime Provinces, the Dakotas, 
Iowa—half the 8tatea In the Union; 
Scotland, Ireland and almost, ensry 
county la England. It was. a decided 
shoek when a ycung voice announced 
her birth place an “Winnipeg." ‘One 
native-born—all tbe other strangers. 

So it is in all cur western communi¬ 
ties. We have come from all over the 
English-speaking world add in many 
districts from half tbe countries in 
Europe aa well. Each brings his own 
traditions, customs, ideals, church af¬ 
filiations, ynatlonal pecularitles and 
perhaps distinctive language. A few 
have something in common and unite 
Into a little group, but there are 
scores of such little groups. How unite 
these groups into one strong com¬ 
munity life™ This is one of tbe great 
social tasks of each neighborhood. The 
division into sects and parties and 
sets is bound to create petty Jealousies 
and friction and community Ineffic¬ 
iency. Union means strength and har¬ 
mony and success. 

One of tbe greatest needs in edch 
neighborhood Ib-that of a "community 
church.” This is needed first of all for 
economical reasons. It is little less 
than a sinful waste of money to erect 
a separate church building for each 
little gronp of people to use two or 
three hoqrs a week. - But much more 
than that, the community church is 
needed to draw all altogether into a 
great common brotherhood dominated 
by the higheat ideals. 

This may or- may not mean an or¬ 
ganic union of all denominations. 
When there are no fundamental dif¬ 
ferences such union surely should take 
place. Why not? But when real dif¬ 
ferences exist In practice or belief or 
temperament there !s surely the possi¬ 
bility ot working out a Scheme by which 
each group may express its religious 
life in ljs own way without a sever¬ 
ance from tbe common life of -be 
community. In one religious meeting 
one man may knee! to pray while an¬ 
other stands, p.ni a third remains seat¬ 
ed, yet all may be really united in 
spirit. Why not apply this principle to 
groups and along broader lines? 

But the community church must be 
more than a common spiritual meet¬ 
ing-place. It must do more than uaite 
all into a common spiritual fellowship. 
It should be ’.he soul of tbe commun¬ 
ity, inspiring and dominating all its 
activities. It should be a moral power 
house from which go forth those mys¬ 
terious electrical currents that are 
transformed into the light and heat 
and motive power which the commun¬ 
ity requires te order to maintain 'its 
highest life. 

Traditionally, the activities of the 
dhuiich have- been very limited. The 
world has been divided Into sacred 
and secular, and the church has re¬ 
ligiously confined herself to the so- 
called "sacred.” In these latter days 
we are gradually half-fearfully yet Joy¬ 
fully awakening to a new conception 
of life. One of these days we 
shall bodly proclaim the glorious 
truth "there It no secular.” "A sacred 
day,” "all days are sacred;” "a sac¬ 
red building,” ‘all buildings are sac¬ 
red. yes, every bush la aflame with 
God; ’ “a aacred calling,” "all callings 
are vsacred;” "a sacred service,” "all 
service is sacred.” We stand at the 
dawn of the better and brighter day. 
The churcb’r. work is as broad as 
human welfare. 

Well, then, what is the work of the 
community cbai-ch? What, w e ask, 
does the community need? Education? 
Recreation? Batter business organiza¬ 
tion? Public conveniences? A lib¬ 
rary? A social eentre? It la the work 
of tbe true-^coramunity church to see 
that these are provided. 

This does not necessarily mean that 
the church building must become a 
school or a library or a club house or 
a chamber of commerce or an hotel or 
a bath house. The church is the pow¬ 
er house. The church /should so In¬ 
spire, and educate and direct the com¬ 
munity thought and life that these 
community needs would be met. 

But \s a natter of fact when our 
communities are new and small and 
poor; where they are divided and un¬ 
educated and unled and Uninspired the 
best course for the community church 
is often to use its buildings to house 
some of the community activities and 
thus at once meet tbe Immediate need 
and demonstrate wliat can and should 
be done. 

if the church is the only meeting 
place, why not hold meetings In it 
every night In the weak? If th& young 
people have no fit place for recrea¬ 
tion why not make the church a soc- 
4al centre? Surely our boys and gMs 
are mora^acred than stone hnd boards 
and plaster! The ohurph must learn 
that it exists not to be minlstebed unto 
bat to minister. The community 
church must work out a programme 
by which it can miinstSr to all tbe 
needs of the entire community.—Con¬ 
tributed by the Canadian Welfare 
League.

PLORATIOM HA8 TAKEN A 
• NEW TURN 

Will Start text Summer on Work 
of 8urveyinq, Charting ^ad Sound¬ 
ing the Ocean or. a Scale Not Ap¬ 
proached Since 1872. 

J. Foster Stackhouse's expedition 
originally Intended for Antarctic ex¬ 
ploration has developed into a scheme 
for surveying, sounding and charting 
the ocean on.F scale which, It is as¬ 
serted, baa not been approached since 
tbe famous Challenger expedition of 
1872-76. " •- 

Mr- Stackhouse, explaining hie P*ans 
said: 'We shall start next December 
and the voyage will last six or seven 
years. The route will be, London to 
Iceland, thence across (be Atlantic to 
Nova Scotia, taking soundings on the 
way upon tbe site of tbe Titanic dis¬ 
aster. From Halifax the vessel will 
pranced to the Azoreg and then down 
the “backbone" of the Atlantic to the 
Brazilian Island of Trinidad, examin¬ 
ing all portions of tbe ocean where no 
soundings have hitherto been made 
Then we will go to Rio De Janice, to 
the southeast of which there Is a 
great sand tank on the trade route 
and then around Cape Horn, Where 
only half dozen soundings have been 
made. 

“Then we shall go to Montevedlo 
and Buenos Ayres examining other 
hanks on the way. From there we g>- 
to Cape Town, via Tristan Da Cunah 
and from the Capo we start tbe Ant¬ 
arctic part of tbe expedition, making 
a westerly point reached by Sir D. 
Mawson’s expedition. Then we go to 
the Sandwich Islands. 

“The task ot sounding the Pacific 
ocean will become one of the utmost 
Importance with the opening of the 
Panama canal to the shipping of the 
world. 

“Then we go back to Cape Town j 
ahd thence to Mauretius examining 
the banks of the south coast of South 
Africa from Maretlus to Zanzibar and 
from Zanzibar to the Seychelles Is¬ 
lands on tbe north of which there are 
great banks on the route to India. We 
then go to Bombay, and thence to 
Singapore,. Hong Kong,'' China and 
Japan. 

“The members of our expedition will 
number twelve scientists, with six of¬ 
ficers and eighteen or nineteen sailors. 
All have signed on for seven years. To 
carry out all our plans we require 
a further sum of $125,000. So far we 
have received no government grant" 


PRISONERS.PLANT FORESTS 


COMMISSION TO DEVELOP EMPIRE 


Two Hundred and Thirty Men Have 
Been Celected to Give Evidence 
at Different Points 

F. JC. C. O’Hara, deputy minister of 
trade and commerce, who has been ap¬ 
pointed local officer in Canada for the 
Dominion trade commission, stated 
that the principal boards, of trade 
throughout the country are taking an 
active interest In the visit of the com¬ 
mission in August and September, and 
they are materially assisting in the 
preparation of the various subjects to 
he dealt with. These will include 
every phase of the commercial and In¬ 
dustrial life and the natural resources 
of the country. An Immense amount 
ef information has already been given 
to the commission in England. The 
names of 230 men have been selected 
from the departments of th£ Domin¬ 
ion and provincial departments and 
from the buainesl life before the com¬ 
mission at different points In the tour. 

In connection with railways and 
railway finance, the commission will 
consider systems open for traffic, pro¬ 
posing extensions and ^capital and 
debt. In regard to trade they will 
take up Improvement of statistical 
methods, exhibitions, British empire 
trade work, misrepresentations and 
misdescription, system of trade com¬ 
missions and corporations. They will 
discuss legislation. Including double 
incomes, patent rights, consolidation 
of the commercial law 8 of the empire 
and organization, include tbe estab¬ 
lishment of an* organized and Joint 
fund for the general purpose of de¬ 
velopment of the empire and Its re¬ 
sources and also an empire develop¬ 
ment board for assisting In the rais¬ 
ing of loans for purposes of utility 
upon the most favorable terms, and 
for bringing about Imperial co-opera¬ 
tion In matters of common Interest. 


Germans are Skeptical 
The few German newspapers* that 
comment on Sir Percy Scott’s thesis 
that we have, reached the end of the 
battleship, age, are frankly skeptical. 
The Copsorvative Post, after express¬ 
ing the usual suspicions that Sir 
Percy’s letter to simply intended to 
hoodwink Germany, points out that 
the French government once fell Into 
a similar trap when Admiral Colomb 
suggested that the newly invented tor¬ 
pedo boat had reduced battleships to 
the value A scrap Iron. France then 
hurriedly built tropedo boats, but, later 
was obliged equally hurriedly-to re¬ 
turn to battelshlpa The Journal con¬ 
siders that owing to a comparatively 
narrow effective radius and Inability 
to attack land fortifications, etc., the 
submarine can never render battle¬ 
ships useless, oven if the latter were, 
aa they are not, completely powerless 
against submarine attaek. 


are now engaged in the more useful 
and healthful work of replanting with 
trees the Wasts lands of the state. At 
one prison alone 25,000 trees, mostly 
American ash and pines were plant¬ 
ed IJT191$, and so successful have 
these plantations been that this work 
will be considerably extended in the 
present year. 

A similar idea has been worked out 
successfully by the city of San Diego 
in California, which possesses 7,000 
acres of bare rolling sand land at a 
distance of ten miles from the city A 
trained forester was engaged to make 
Ufla land profit-yielding and under his 
direction the city's unemployed have 
been given work planting this area 
with trees suitable to the nature of the 
country.' Other dittes in the United 
States that have found it necessary to 
purchase and reforest large areas on 
the watersheds governing their water- 
supply haye advantageously csed the 
same kind of labor. /-The primary pur> 
pose of such reforestation is not, how¬ 
ever, to furnish work to the unem¬ 
ployed, but to develop a profltaLto 
source of revenue from land whidh 
would otherwise remain unproductive. 

City forests ‘of this kind are not. as 
yet, in vogue In this country. Per¬ 
haps the only city forest In Canada is 
that at Guelph, Ont., where a small 
area has been planted surrounding the 
springs which furnish the city's water 
supply. In many of the counties cf 
Eastern Canada, however, are large 
areas of waste land, originally forest¬ 
ed, and caapble only of producing for¬ 
ests. Ontario has a Counties Refor¬ 
estation Act making possible the ac¬ 
quisition of such waste land for refor¬ 
estation purposes by municipal coun¬ 
cils, hut up to the present time only 
one county has availed itself of this 
opportunity Quebec and the Domin¬ 
ion government have also passed legit- 
latlon to encourage tree planting, and 
the Dominion forestry branch in tbe 
last fiscal year distributed nearly 4,- 
000,000 trees from the nurseries at In¬ 
dian Head for woodlot planting in 
Western Canada. 

The growing of forest trees on waste 
land can In most cases be made a profit¬ 
able undertaking, besides providing 
labor to a considerable number of men, 
yet no extensive reforestation has as 
yet been done In t Eastern Canada

was limited to 1,200, $50' was readily 
pqid for a single ticket. Tbe price, 
however, was not the most striking 
feature of this wonderful .ball wnich 
owed Its origin and success to C. Ar¬ 
thur Pearson, whose campaign for the 
National Institute for the Blind has 
been so consistently successful. Some 
exceptional /eatures were that the ball 
started at midnight and ended long 
after breakfas*. which was served ot 
3 a.m TBere were so tangoes and 
no maxixes. 

Two dance® were especially com¬ 
posed for tbe ball, one a waltz, the 
other a ragtime, hut tbe dlstributloi 
of valuable presents by lottery, a 
lucky bag and other exciting items 
provided the greatest novelty. < The 
lottery-prizes included a $3,000 auto¬ 
mobile, some costly gowns and hats, 
dressing cases, cabinets ' of cigars, 
clothes for men and silver plates and 
from the lucky bag, weird prizes gal¬ 
ore, such as tickets for aeroplane 
flights, tickets for dinners at famous 
restaurants and tickets for summer 
holidays. 

The costumes worn were more 
amazing than ever. Perhaps the most 
startling was that worn by Mrs. Cos¬ 
mo Hamilton—a sleeveless flowered 
creation with unattached cuffs and 
fourfold trouserettes In the Chinese 
manner.

ALL WIRELESS OPERATORS MUST 
NOW HAVE A LICENSE FROM 
NAVAL DEPARTMENT 

Regulation^ H tvs Bssn Issued Gov¬ 
erning Operation of All Radio-Tele¬ 
graph Equipment In th« Dominion- 
Amateurs Have Caused, Serious In¬ 
convenience. 

Elaborate regulations have been Is¬ 
sued by the naval department govern¬ 
ing the Issuing ot licenses and the con¬ 
trol of operation of alt radio-telegraph 
equipments in Canada, whether In tbe 
hands of amateurs or for commercial 
purposes, either on land or In Canad¬ 
ian registered vessels. The regula¬ 
tions are based on the uniform rules 
drawn up two years ago by the Inter¬ 
national Radio-Telegraph convention- 
They apply Tiot only to the “profess¬ 
ional” wireless operator, but slso to 
the hundreds of amateur operators 
throughout Cauada, whose indiscrimin¬ 
ate sending out of wave-lengths would 
it uneoiftrolled toad to serious Intel* 
ference wl’h the work of government¬ 
al or commercial stations. 

'Hereafter every wireless operator 
must have a license from the naval 
service department, and must com¬ 
ply with all the conditions of such 
license, on penalty of a fine not ex¬ 
ceeding fifty dollars or three months’ 
imprisonment. For a limited coast 
station license tbe annual charge Is 
$10; for*a public commercial license, 
$50; for a private commercial license, 
$10; for an experimental license, $5, 
and for an amateur license, $1. 

Provision is made te each license 
for the character of the wave-lengths 
to be used and the range allowed. AI! 
amateur operator! are required when 
operating to listen for tbe signal 
"Stop,” which will indicate that they 
are Interfering with commercial busi¬ 
ness. If that signal Is heard the oper¬ 
ator must stop until It is cancelled by 
a duly authorized government station. 
A distinctive call for each station is 
allotted with the license, and no sta-» 
tion must be worked by pjnyone not ■ 
bolding at toast an amateur expeil- 
mental certificate of proficiency secur- 1 
ed from the naval service departmenL 
For ocean-going vessels, it is pro¬ 
vided that there must be an emer¬ 
gency source of poorer for operating 
jnstantly available, and hours ars 
specified duriqg which the operators 
must be constantly "on watch.” 

INTENSIVE FARMING PAY8 SWISS 

Twenty-acre Man Scores Success by 
Scientific Method 

How they make American citizens is 
Nebraska and how intensive farming 
contributes to that end Is shown is 
the case u f Martin, a young Swiss, 
who made his appearance in Pawnee 
City fifteen years ago. He worked for 
three years as a farm band, his maxi¬ 
mum wage being $16 a month and 
board, and at the end of that time ha 
had a few hundred dollars with- which 
he bought a' piece of poor land at 
$12 50 an acre. It was only twenty 
acres, but he has stucK to that littlo 
patch theBe years and is well known 
as the "twenty acre farmer.” 

The land is now worth $150 an acre, 
ar.d he is nearing the point where it 
will yield him $150 pen acre per year. 
He has an irrigation system, which, 
however, he seldom uses, but he rath¬ 
er welcomes a dry season, for that 
makes products higher, and he never 
has a crop failure. His crops come 
Just a little earlier than those of any 
other farmer, and'consequently he gets 
a higher price than his neighbors. 

He discovered a few years ago that 
hl( farm was trying to get away from 
him through the washing of the soil 
to another man’s farm, and' he accord¬ 
ingly built a dyke, which saved tiie 
soil, and at the same time he got 
plenty of wanhlggs from another farm 
adjoining. 

A specially with him is tbe taking' 
of- prizes on bio products, and he 
bagged $1,450 In that way last year. In 
his .immediate vicinity be is barred 
from' competition because no one else 
would have any chance against him, 
and tbe county in which he lives pays 
him $75 a year not to enter. The de¬ 
partment of agriculture is said to have 
offered him $2,500 a year to act as 
demonstrator on his own land, but be 
refused it. 

This case is regarded as an illustra¬ 
tion of what can be done by any farm¬ 
er through the application'of scienti¬ 
fic methods and persistent industry.

Goods Made In English Jails Are 
v Shipped to America

convicts In the United States were 
producing $34,000,000 worth of goods 
a year, and that abroad It was es¬ 
timated that convicts produced $560,- 
000,000 worth. J 

Tbe convicts In this country were 
paid on an average 50 to 75 cents a 
day, and in foreign countries fro: 

6 to 25 cents a day. 

In English prisons tbe men we 
not paid anything, and > under the! 
law, contractors for prison-made 
goods were not allowed to sell prison- 
made goods in England. Tbe goods 
are dumped In tjie Unted States, he 
declared, in competition with Ameri¬ 
can labor.
